The Benton Harbor board of trade 
started out on a new line of action last\ 
evening. 
Heretofore it has been run 
without tn mey, oratory taking the 
place of cash, but in the new dispensa* 
tion 
it will be carried forward by the 
steam that a little money in the treasury 
will create. 


There was an unusually good atten­ 
dance. The old officers were re-elected 
a> soon as President Miller had called 
to order aud expressions of confidence 
were, given to the etlicient work of the 
officials. Mr. Miller is president, J.E. 
Barnes vice president, Charles Foster 
secretary and C. J. Brown treasurer. 
J. S. Mortou aud C. M. Edick were 
elected on the board of directors to 
succeed E. H. Ferguson and F. G. 
Warren. 


There was but little talking, 
presi­ 
dent Miller proposed that the board of 
trade raise some money to be at the 
disposal of the organization. The city 
has lost institutions it might have se­ 
cured had a few dollars been ready for 
use. J. S. Morton was hcartilyi n favor 
of the idea, and he proposed that a com­ 
mittee be sent out to solicit $.’10 notes 
or six $5 notes, the lirst payable in six 
months, the second in twelve months 
and the others six mouths apart. 
It 
was estimated that 12;“) men of enough 
enterprise could be found in the city 
who would assist in the woric and 
that a fund of $.’1.000 to $1,000 could be 
raised and the board of trade tie put in 
a position to do business aud assist in 
the growth aud development of the 
city. 


Vice President Barnes fell right in 
with the idea. 
He nad felt all along 
that a board of truiic couldn’t be run 
without money. 
He had proposed that 
the board initiate members at $10 per 
head and then he discovered that no­ 
body wanted to be initiated. 


Cuptain Kobinson said he didn’t care 
to talk about it but he wus ready to sign 
a $*‘10 note right there 
He believed 
that every citizen would take a deep in­ 
terest in the matter. 
Mr. Edick didn't 
want to talk but he was in for action 
and moved that blank notes be priuted 
and a committee sent out to get signa­ 
tures. The president appointed Messrs. 
Edick, Kobinson, F. F. Pratt and F. H. 
Ellsworth as soliciting committee. The 
committee began business this after­ 
noon 


As every member was of the same 
mind a subscription paper was circu­ 
lated and the sixteen men subscribed 
$480 or $.’10 each, just to start the work.

8TAIB8 BURNED FROM UNDER THEM 


No Way of Egress Except bj Ladder 
or Rope or Leap to Sure 
Death. 


fjotm of f4lfe Estimated at from Ten to Flftj 
and the flatter Seems Most Probable froiv 
Ute ClrcumHtanceM—No One In lied When 
tlio Fire Broke Out Can Have EHoaped— 
Itulldlnir Six Stories Ui|(h and A ll th<t 
Victim» on the Upper Floors. 
Spokane, Wash., Jan. 25.—Fire broke 
out last night In a business block, and 
it is certain that some lives will be lost, 
if there is not a holocaust. 
At mid­ 
night fire was destroying 
the Great 
Eastern block on Riverside avenue. The 
stairway was burned away and people 
in the building were at the windows 
crying for help. It was feared the loss 
of life would be great. The building is 
a slx-story brick and the upper floors 
are used for light housekeeping. 
It Is 
now feared that fifty or more persons 
have perished in the awful furnace. 
The upper floors were occupied by sev­ 
enty-five or 100 roomers, and it is not 
thought that more than 
twenty-ffvc 
have been saved. 


Letipe«! from a Window to Death. 
Later.—Mrs. Davies, of Nebraska City, 
Neb., leaped 
from a window to the 
stone pavement and was taken to the 
hospital. 
She will die. 
Her daughter 
and son-in-law were saved. The great 
crowds In the streets were franctlc with 
excitement. 
Several thrilling rescue.s 
were made. 
One man came down a 
rope with his babe on his arms, and his 
wife followed. 
The building is owned 
by Levinsky, of San Francisco. It cost 
$225,000, and is insured for 150,000. The 
first floor and basement were occupied 
by John W. Graham, with a large stock 
of stationery. The flames were entirely 
beyond the control of the firemen and 
extended to adjoining buildings. 


Every One In lied Surely Perlshe«!. 


At 1:30 the fire was under control. 
Only the walls of the big building re­ 
main. Estim ate of loss of life vary from 
ten to fifty. W. D. Lloyd was sitting In 
his room on the fifth floor reading when 
the alarm was given. 
“Eh'ery one who 
was in bed at that time on that floor," 
he said, “perished." 
He had a narrow 
escape. W hipping his overcoat around 
his head he came down the stairw'ay. 
As he ran down the stairs he ran into 
two men. He saw five persons on that 
floor who he is convinced perished. He 
heard persons failing all around him 
suffocated by the den^ smoke. 
Alice 
Wilson, aged 18, is known to have per­ 
ished. Her sister Maud was saved.

Berlin, Jan. 
25.—Baron von Bulow 
made a statement in the richstag bud­ 
get committee 
regarding the Chinese 
situation. After saying that China had 
acceded to every demand made by Ger­ 
many regarding indemnity for the out­ 
rage on German missionaries in China 
he said: “The German goveriunent be­ 
lieves it has done all that is necessary 
for the prevention of further outrages. 
The best guarantees, however, are the 
permanent presence under the treaty of 
German m en-of-war and a garrison at 
Klao-Chou, by which It Is hoped the 
authorities and population of China will 
not again forget that no wrong done to 
German subjects will be allowed to pass 
unpunished.” 


Baron von Bulow, in concluding, said 
that the negotiations with reference to 
the construction of railways and the 
workings of coal mines were proceed­ 
ing favorably. 
The government chose 
Klao-Chou because it was not too near 
the French and British spheres of inter- 
Russia’s sphere of power.

To •‘Pry.’» 


Pry is not uncommonly used in this 
sense in the west and southwest of Eng­ 
land. 
It is a local form of prise, to 
force open by means of a lever. 
You 
may “ pry up” a nailed box lid with a 
chisel, “ pry open” a fastened door with 
a crowbar, etc. Another American in­ 
stance may bo found in “ Farm Life In 
Now York,” Scribner’s Magazine, vol­ 
ume 17, No. 1, where a barn which 
must bo moved was “ pried up” by 
lovers aud jacks to enable a sled on 
runners to be placed under it 


JuHt as New Englanders, well nigh 
without exception, if not the people of 
the United States generally, speak and 
write of “ prying open a box” aud “ pry 
ing up a stone, ” so in this part of East 
AngUa do all but persons of consider 
able education. 
None of the glossarists 
of our local dialect that are acces.sible 
to mo records the use of “ pry” instanced 
above, but it is given in several English 
dictionaries, among them being Stor- 
month’s, as if it were a common corrup 
tion. 


Jamieson’s Scottish Dictionary has 
the word “ Prise, priio, s., a lever, 
S.; E., pry, to force; Latin, presso, 
preesare.” Stormonih (1871) has “ Pry, 
v. (probably Scot.), to raise by a lever,” 
etc. The Mayflower carried olf many 
old words now obsolete.—Notes and 
Queries.

Wluit Tlitjy Did—The Coiiiiti-y Not In 
Favor o f Itepudiation.—The «old 8lniid< 
ard, 
thu Governor, Must lie Siuiu' 


tuilieti Forever—pH|i«r Currency. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 25.—Governor 
Bhaw. as ch airm an of the m onetary 
convention which is in session here, a d ­ 
dressed the delegates as follows: 


“I believe, gentlemen, you represent 
today the nonpartisan purpose as well 
as the financial sentim ent of a very 
large m ajority of the Am erican people, 
livery time the que.stion has been voted 
upon they have declared 
for 
sound 
money and* national honor. 
Back in th« 
*70’s the repudiation of l^oth public and 
private debts was proposed and openly 
advocated. 
Those 
who espoused 
the 
rause insisted th a t the most sacred ob- 
li{;ùtlons could be honestly discharged 
by thf unlim ited issue of irredeem able 
paper currency (as Zach C handler ex- 
pre.s8cd in the last speech of his life), 
a currency payable to no one, at no 
place, and never. T he issue w as taken 
to the polls, and by an overw helm ing 
m ajority repudiation was repudiated. 


“ It is w orthy of note th a t the green ­ 
back 
m ovem ent 
w as 
pressed 
with 
g reatest vigor between 1873 and 1S78, 
whlh* the silver 
dollar 
was 
om itted 
from our coinage laws, but its a d h e r­ 
e n ts were never victorious in a single 
s ta te or congressional district, except 
os the result of fusion with one or the 
other of the leading parties. The peo­ 
ple favored resum ption of specie pay- 
m in t, even pending the enactm ent th e re ­ 
for of 187fi and afte r the dem onetiza­ 
tion of silver. 
A people th a t endorsed 
the prospective retu rn to a specie basis 
when such return m eant the adoption 
of the gold standard, an d while the pos­ 
sible 
d angers 
therefrom 
were 
being 
urged and exaggerated, and w hen none 
of the good effects therefrom were be­ 
ing realized, and In the face ot a plan 
for the liquidation of national obliga­ 
tions by the free use of an irredeem ­ 
able paper currency, m ust be presum ed 
to have been, a t th a t tim e a t least, 
well centered In sound financial princi­ 
ples. 
H ave we since been unwisely e d ­ 
ucated? It doth not so appear. 


••Twenty years later, In a yet m ore 
subtle form, and a t a time when self- 
prcscrvatlon appealed to any to join 
thi hosts arrayed for the purpose, p a r ­ 
tial repudiation was proposed.

“The elem entary principle that the 
stand ard coin of all cDuntrles Is worth 
the m aterial of which It Is compost'd 
an d n e \e r more, w as ridiculed by the 
prom ulgators of the new 
movement. 
T hey refused to consider the pn»vis|ons 
of the sta tu te s which m akes the p res­ 
ent gold coin legal tender at Its nominal 
value only when of full weight ami 
w ithin the limit of tolerance pm vlded 
by law; and which provide.^ that the

o f over 1.000.000 the country again de- 
claretl, even am id the most depressing 
conditions, th a t neither total nor p a r ­ 
tial repudiation found audience In the 
A m erican heart and mind. 
O ur people 
are honest, and they are wiser than 
m any suppose. 
The safety of rei)ublic- 
an governm ent was never s(» clearly 
dem onstrated as on Nov. 3. 1S96. E ith er 
the verdict rendered on th a t day d e­ 
term ined th a t the value of the United 
States dollar shall be and rem ain in 
!)i»th debt-paying and purchasing power 
the e<iuivah*nt of 25.S grains cif stan dard 
gitld or th a t election determ ined n o th ­ 
ing.

Thirty years ago Dcau Farrar, at that 
timt> plain Mr. Farrar and ineroly a 
master mt Harrow school, delivered a 
lecture* ill which he attacked tho system 
then iu vogue of spciiding much time 
over Greek and Latin verse. He urged 
that tht) practice should be abandoiied 
iu case of boys who had uo aptitude fur 
such work. Iu place of this artificial 
flrilling tho IccturéV advocated the study 
of Science aud uutural history as likely 
to benefit boys who cared uothiug for 
Greek and Latin versification. 


Of course the lecturer was opposed by 
those who were believers iu the old 
classical system. 
But bo has received 
his reward. Then thero was but oue 
well kuowu school iu Eugluud which 
had a *‘soieuce waster;** now thero ia 
scarcely a school of uote which has not. 
Then the **Latiu verse** system was 
universal; now it is almost entirely 
ttbandoued. 


He also had the pleasure of reoeiving 
from Charles Darwin a letter of histor> 
ic interest iu the annals ol English edu 
cation, wherein the great biologist re 
lates his own experience, while a pupil, 
in l)eiug snubbed because be preferred 
chemistry to the classics. Ho writes: 


“ I was at school at Shrewsbury uu 
dor a great scholar, Dr. Butler. I learn 
ed absolutely nothing except by amus 
ing myh'elf by reading aud experiment 
ing in chemistry. Dr. Butlor somehow 
found this out tmil publicly sneered at 
mo before the whole school for such 
gross waste of time. I remember he 
called mo a pococurante (carele.ss, indif 
terenr fellow), which, not understand* 
ing, I tliuught w’as a dreadful name.” 


Dean Farrar, conunenting on Dr. But 
ler’s uiistako with regitfd to the great 
est intelleut which ever passed under 
his tuition, calls it a fault of the times 
ond not of the man. In tliose days boys 
described chemistry as “ stinks,” and 
Darwin’s 
uieknaine at 
school 
was 
“ Gas. “—Youth’s Companion.
